M. Pres8ense,v"S6dlall3t, agreed with 
M PugllesI Contl, that the majority 
was bankrupt, hut he explained that 
the Socialists refused to coalesce with 
tho reactionaries. 

Premier Dlcmencoau in a, 3pirlt?a 
reply insisted that nothing justified 
the onslaught of M. Pugliesi Contl. He 
declared that there was greater liberty 
in Franco today than ever before, and 
that the onlv liberty denied wns the 
Hlierty of violence. He defended the 
jiollcy oC the government, and asked 
for a vote of con'fl'dehce, which . was 
given by 379 to S3. 

Previous to this incident the Mar- 
quis de Dien violently denounced the 
singing of tlie "International" in tlic 
chamber on Jlay 13th.

of their cruisers. The'-flshlng fleet was 
transformed into- an . excursion flotilla, ' 
each sloop, each gasoline ; launch, be- 
ing thronged with Japanese arrayed In 
their holiday garb, and shortly before 
noon the gaudily-draped fleet proceed- 
ed out in the wake of tho Belcarra and 
Baramba, both crowded with Japanese, . 
to about welcoming banzals. 

Meanwliile Vancouver generally 
looks on apathetically. There was a 
report — it was published by tho AVorld 
— that tlie Vixth regiment had refused 
to parade at a. reception to tho visit- 
ing Japanese, hut as far as can bo 
learned there was no opportunity to 
refuse. Tlie riflemen were not asked 
to p.arade.

Two bands were taken out on the 
Belcarra and Baramba' -to .play the

white and carrying bouquets and Jap- 
anese flags, with a tot arrayed in a 
Jaaianoso uniform and carrying a 
sword as largo as himself as the 
leader. 

Tho Japanese quarter, between Pow- 
ell and Alexander streets, is decorated. 
AJl the Japanese boarding houses aro 
arrayed with bunting, with a profu- 
sion of Jaipanese Hags, over whicii, 
however, thi^ Union Jack or Canadian 
flag is lioisted. Tliis was carefully 
done to avoid liurting the susceptibili- 
ties of tlio auli-Asiatlc .ejection of the 
community, for tliere is undoubtedly 
an anti-Asiatle section licre.

The Royal Vancouver Yacht club hns 
issued an invitation to tho cfdcerd of 
the Japanese squadron, extending tho 
privileges of the club during their stay 
and ofieriiig them tin; use of the float 
at Coal harbor belonging to the club.

Tho mayor, other offlclals and prom;- 
inent citizens of the city entertained 
Admiral Ijlohl, the two captains arid 
their staffs at a dinner and reception 
at the Vancouver hotel this evening, 
while- the bluejackets wore given a 
.Tood time hy the Japanese colony Qoro.

City Council Advises Oal< Bay

As .-i sort of come-back at the Oak 
Bay municipal council which, oC late,

THE JUBILEE HOSPITAL 

We hnvo a letter tolling us that on 

Saturday next the "Forlorn Hope" 
which is an organization charged with 
raising fund.s for the Maternity Ward 
of the Royal Jubilei^ Hospital, will be 
found established at all the i)opular 
corners In the city. They want to 
raise $5,000 for the proposed ward to 
add to the 510. noo now in hand, and, 
aftcT that :'.inount lian bren iirocurod, 
tlio work of erecting the ward will be 
undertaken. Our correspondent ox- 
presses the hope that "the women will 
turn out to a man" to aid in the ex- 
cellent work. If tlie hope liad Ijeon 
that they would turn out for u man, 
we should feel doubtful of Its realiza- 
tion, but as what Is needed Is that 
there .should be a sympathetic move- 
ment on the part of the women of 
Victoria to raise the money needed, 
we have every conlidenco that the ap- 
peal will not fall upon deaf ears. Wo 
are not quite sure what a "I''orlorn 
Hope" does in matters of this kind, 
but doubtless, as that delightful 
fellow in Bleak House iisod to say, it 
has something to do with money. Tlie 
object In giving this advance notice 
Is not to enable men to get out of 
town on Saturday .so as to avoid the 
charge of the "l'^)rlorn Hope," but sim- 
ply to notify them that they may as 
well get ready to give what is expect- 
ed of them, for they will have to do 
sooner or laicr, and they may as well 
do it now aiul g-et it off tlieir minils, 

Speaking in the utmost seriousness, 
the proposed Maternity Ward Is an 
adjunct of the Hospital, the full value 
of which can hardly be stated. Such 
a ward Is of great necessity in every 
community, but is almost absolutely 
essential in countries where tilings are 
very largely in somewhat of a primi- 
tive condition. Throughout the coun- 
try' there are hundreds of- wometi who 
cannot possibly have at their homes 
the surroundinss needed In tliat cri- 
tical time for which a. iMaternity Ward 
is Intended. Tlie result is often very 
serious. Lack of the best of facilities 
often leads to great injury to the 
health of botli mother and clilld, and 
while it is doubtless true that many 
come safely through ' ftiese crises, even 
under exceedingly unfavorable condi- 
tions, it is clearly the duty of tlie 
community to provide those comforts 
and accommodations which ought to 
be available to women on such occas- 
ions. While the actual need of such a 
ward may appeal ifiost strongly to 
women, who know what wiunm need, 
the cstablishmont of it oufjlit to ai)- 
peal to the chivalrous instmet that 
has a place in every man h mind. 
Every man ought to be glad to do 
something so that the mothers of the 
race may have their arduous ta.sk 
rendered as easy and sale as the ap 
])liances of modern .science niak 
possible. 



A POST CARD WEEK 

The people of Seattle are nothing it 
not ingenious, and they have hit upon 
a way of advertising their city that 
has the meritj of . originality, economy 
and eftoctlvehess. They are going to 
devote a week to sending out post 
card.s telling about their city — picture 
cards, of course. Hero Is a suggestion 
that might be acted on by the people 
of Victoria. Our Informant advances 
the idea that the ladles associated with 
the Royal Jubilee hospital might nnd 
In this sort of a campaign a way to 
make money for that deserving Insti- 
tution. If they would provide them- 
selves with a lot of picture cards and 
offer them for sale, the purchasers 
would have the dual satisfaction of 
knowing that they were hcljilng a no- 
ble cause in the hospital and at the 
same time advertising the city. 

We leave the details of the plan to 
those who will liavo the carrying of it 
into exeeutloii, if it Is adopted; but 
wc thlnlc tliat the proposed way of ad- 
vertising the city is one that would be 
very hard to Improve upon for the 
same amount of money. It Is said 
that the most enthusiastic people In 
support of the Seattle plan are the 
clerks in tlie Seattle post olllce, wlio 
say that people need not be afraid of 
sending In more cards than they can 
handle. 



THE PRAIRIE EARTHQUAKE 

The prairie provinces had an un- 
usual experience on Saturday evening. 
An earthquake shock was felt over a 
very large area. As far as heard from 
tlie shock was more severe In Rcglna 
than elsewhere. Tliis is said to be tlie 
llrst earthquake known in the prairie 
region, but we notice that the shock 
was not felt by people In the streets 
or In the open, so that there may have 
been many such occurrences before 
this country was settled by white peo- 
ple. There Is no doubt that earth- 
quakes are exceedingly rare In that 
part of the country, so rare indeed 
tlKit, on the latest seismologica! map 
issued, the Canadian prairies are 
marked as exempt from such disturb- 
ances. Professor Allen, of the Mani- 
toba University, has assured the peo- 
ple-that there is' really no 'cause 'foi* 
alarm because of the probability of 
future occurrences of tlio same kind. 
As a matter of fact, there is really not 
mitch cause for alarm because of 
earthquakes anywhere. Even In those 
parts of the world, which Ho within 
the region of greatest Instability, peo- 
jiie live without fear, and the chanccB 
of danger in other jjarts are so remote 
that tliey may be disregarded, as in 
point of fact, they are, except Just 
after a shock has been experienced. 
There are many unforeseen things that 
niiglit happen in tlie oiiliiiary course of 
nature to destroy human life, but they 
rarely happen, and the only thing to 
do about them Is to take them when 
they come. There i.s no other world to 
which iieople can go for safety, and 
the shake on the prairies shows that 
no part of the world is really immune. 



JUSTICE TO WHITE PEOPLE ' 

It Is all very well to talk about 
justice to the Indians, but what about 
justice to the white men? Have white 
men no rights? Hero la the extraordi- 
nary thing about the Songhoes Re- 
servo. If the.'Esquimalt &.Nanalmo 
railway wants • part of it, there 
are no dldlcultles in the way. II can 
proceed and expropriate It. If after 
that'; company ,has taken what it needs 
for 'railway purposes, some other rall- 
w.ay. company wants another part of it 
there will be no dllllculties In the way. 
If a third railway company should 
want the remainder, there would bo no 
dllHcultles in tho way, The only time 
there are any dIfllcuKMcs is wiion the 
citizens generally. want part of it. 
Then every notion of everyone of the 
surviving members of tho Songhecs 
tribe becomes sacred. Justice to the 
Indian does not stand In the war of 
the railway comiiany getting what it 
wants. Will some of those, who think 
the demand of the business community 
for the settlement of the Reserve 
question Is unreasonable, kindly define 
at what stage the eternal principle 
of Justice to the Indians begins to 
work? Will some such person tilso ox- 
plain how It camo about, If It is unjust 
to remove the Indians, that Mr. Tem- 
pleman promised to do so if elected, 
and after ho was defeated said that 
tho legislation nece.s.sary to remove 
them would be passcil during tli.e pre- 
sent session? If some one, having tho 
right to do so, will state that the 
claims of the Indlan.s to tho reserve 
are such that they cannot be removed 
without their unanimous consent, oven 
by railway companies, or even by 
legislation, we will accept the state- 
ment and drop the discussion of the 
question. We will then endeavor to 
discover what can bo done to provide 
for the expansion of Victoria In other 
directions. But as long as we are told 
that railway companies can take as 
much of the Reserve as they need, and 
as long as politicians tell us that they 
can settle the question and ministers 
of the Crown say that all that is 
needed Is a little legislation which will 
be provided, we propose to keep up 
the agitation for action of some kind. 



STEEL-MAKING 



HECATE STRAIT 



The Toronto Globe has an editorial 
on the territorial rights of Canada 
based on a letter from its Washing- 
ton correspondent, wliich we liave 
overlooked. Tho Globe seems to bo 
misinformed as to the geograpliiral 
conditions invol\'ed. It says the 
.Strait i.s twenty-eight iiiilis wide at 
tho south and six miles wide at the 
north. As a matter of fac:t tho Strait 
Is over thirty miles wide at the north 
and in-er seventy at the south. We 
are sorry not to liavo seen tho letter 
of the Globe's corresi)on(lent for we 
■would like to know liow lie reaches his 
estimate of widtli. Graham Island, of 
the Queen Charlotte group, is nearer 
the coast archipelago than any other 
Jiart of the group, and It is thirty 
miles away at the iie.-uest point. So 
mucli for tile geograi)hIcal question. 

Tho Globo thinks that long use by 
United States fishermen of the terri- 
torial waters of r'anadu may possil)ly 
give Iheni some rights whii'h tiuglit 
not to be abrogated without notice. 
Here again wo have a complete mis- 
understanding of the case. United 
States fishermen have never claimed 
that they have a right to llsli witliln 
tho 3-mlle limit. They liave always 
professed that they kept outside of 
the limit. Of course every one knows 
that they did nothing of the kind, but 
they never poached under a claim of 
liglit. 'J'iio question at issue is 
wlietlier or not such fisheriiien have 
any rlght_ within the Strait at all, that 
is if the whole Strait, which is bound- 
ed' on tho north by Canadian waters 
and on two sides by Canadian land 
Is not a clo.'-ed sea. 

If there were anything In the- mat- 
ter of uso tho United States flshermon 
would have only obtained that rjght 
because of tho persistent neglect of 
tho Dominion government to prevent 
them from fishing in tho Strait. A\'o 
cannot expect tho Globo to be fiimillar 
With local matters, and perhaps It does 



Tliero was a. paragraph In last 
night's Post In regard to the manufac- 
ture of steel on tile P.arific coast .and 
by a coincidence, of wliieli the Post 
■ ■ould hardly iiavo bee^n aware, Mr. 
James A. Moore, of Seattle, was in tlie 
city yesterday afternoon in connection 
with that very business. Mr. Moore 
has expended a very large sum of 
money in developing the steiil industry 
and in speaking of his intentions said: 
"I am going to make steel." He says that 
there Is a market on the coast for 
;iO0O tons of steel a day, and tho pro- 
duction of It liere has an advantage of 
$15 a ton in freight charges over that 
manufactured In Pennsylvania. Ho 
Moore calls this "tho gcographlcan 
tariff," and, lie says, no government 
can alter it. He thinlcs that there 
ougiit to be two steel plants on the 
Northwest coast, one In the State of 
Washington and the other In British 
f'ohimbia. Ho has not expressed any 
opiniriu as to where the Briti.sli Col- 
umbia plant ought to be located, but 
there are reasons why a site of Van- 
couver Island would bo preferable to 
any other. Mr. Moore thinks no good 
reasons exist why tin; Kidney, Capo 
iirelon, industry, should not be dup- 
licated somewhere In this vicinity. 
Ho has Investigated the subject thor- 
oughly and is very confident that such 
an enterprise would prove highly pro- 
iitable. Anyone who knows what tho 
•development of British Columbia must 
bo will realize how onorraou.s the de- 
mand for steel will be. Tint the in- 
dustry would not stoii tlieri'. (liven a 
steel iilant, tliere would follow other 
Industries which utilize stool. Fore- 
most of these Is tho manufacture of 
railway cars. Tlicro is no place In the 
world where liottor timber can 1)0 
found for tho manufacture o£ curs 
than here, and the foreign woods 
that might bo used In tho finishing of 
Ijassenger cars can ho. assembled hero 
as readily as .at !iny other point. Wo 
have native trees, such as maple and 
yellow cedar, that -would maks flnlfsh-' 
Ing wood of the very highest kind. It 
is greatly to bo lioped that someone 
will take uj) at once the establishment 
of a atcel plant on the Island. j 



San Francisco is going to have a 
world's fair when the Panama Canal 
is completed. From all accounts the 
people of Winnipeg need not fear that 
their project will be Interfered with. 
If a ship sails through the canal by 
the year 1020, the United States will 
have good cause to feel proud. 

There is said to bo great rejoicing 
In northern China because there has 
been an unusual amount of snow this 
spring. Plenty of snow, say the peo- 
ple, means plenty of food, for late 
snow means good crops. If this holds 
good for Canada, this ought to be a 
bumper yea,r... for . the' Dominion.. 

Sir Wilfrid Laurler secm.s to have 
been very much annoyed because so 
few of his supporters put in an ap- 
pearance to vote conlidenco in :Mr. 
Pugsley. We can hardly blame him. 
It was pretty tough to have to ask his 
followers to vote that way, and to 
have tliem refuse was an experience 
that no leader could relish.

The Cubinot has given its tmanlmous 
approval to these decorations, never 
before conferred upon a woman.

Certain san- 
guine enthusiasts talked of llfty and 
even seventy-live thousand dollar.s to 
be raised In a city. of 40,000 Inhabit- 
ants,, which had already been respond- 
ing liberally to public enterprises for 
the general good^ 

A little canvas .-tent yras hastily 
thrown together,' a platform construct- 
ed, rough -board seats and chairs pro- 
vided, and a small band of men and 
women, their minds brimming' witli 
imagination, started in on what seemed 
an Impossible task, it -/.syaaHnotij a 
fashionable : movement; U. £Was.'->i}j5t.,at 
first .a "Widespread popular imoit^ei^t'; 
but. vitalized by i\xei Irrepressible lin- 
agination of Its sponsors, - It- gained 
strength as it proceeded. Singing and 
speecii-makingr-were carried on in the 
tent, and gradually curiosity got the 
better of Indifference. Crowds began 
to gather about the entrance to the 
tent, and gradually numbers of these 
ventured inside. Once within ' the 
charmed circle where imagination held 
full sway, the rest was easy. They 
-subscribed to the cause, and from scof- 
fers became enthusiasts. 

The fund kept growing. With a dar- 
ing, only possible to imagination, the 
sum of one hundred thousand' dollars 
was announced as the amount to be 
raised. A subscription of five thou- 
sand dollars by a leading -cltlzon had 
fired somebody's enthusiasm to the 
lighting pitch. And still the money 
came pouring in. By fives, tens and 
tv.enties, and some, more carried away 
by the excltenient of the moment, sub- 
scribed ag.aln and again. 

The little tent echoed with shouts 
cheers and songs. 

A Wave of Imagination 
had submerged tho city. Those who 
came to scoff remained to pray. The 
idle and the curious came no longer. 
They had been translated into assist- 
ants, and were scouring the city for 
subscriptions. And still no very largo 
sums were turned in by any one sul)- 
scriber; and still with resistless force 
the fund accumulated and swelled In 
its proportions. Daily tin: amount in- 
creased. Past the twiMity-live tlum- 
sand dollar mark, and still tlie dy- 
najnic force of iniaglnaiicm kijit the 
crowds at the ti;nt workiiiy ni.L;lit ami 
day. 

'J'ho k^-y phrase of the .■jRiKition at 
first had been "llu's ridienluu-s." J.ati v 
this v.'as ehan.ijed tu: "l wendei- if \Vh 
possible'.'"

The quick siile Is a. striking com- 
mentary ii'poii the value of advertis- 
ing, 'file i>ro|ierty bail been listed for 
sale six iiiontlis before it was acquired 
Iiy the present syndicate, btit was not 
advertised, and practlctilly it went a 
begging. Advertised on Sundayjln tho 
("■oIoiilKt, hiiyors fairly swarmed Into 
the ofliccs of the vendors yesterday, 
and enquiries were numerous.

BIG INCREASE 



Assessable Values This Year 
Largely in Excess of Those 
-for 'Last- Year 



Assessment* Values of lands" and im- 
provements for the present year will 
show a considerable increase over those 
of last year. In fact tho increase this 
year the largest of any previous year. 
City Assessor W. W. Northcott has 
made his return to the city council, 
Tlie total assessment tlUs year is $28,- 
330,'IGO compared with $24,6'12,8liG last 
year, an increase of $3,087,305. Tlie 
assessable 'value of lands Is placed by 
tho assessor at $17,956,200 compared 
with $15,385,025 last year, an increase 
of $2,571,175 and of improvements at 
$10,374,260 as against $9,255,810 tlie 
previous year of $1,118,420, which am- 
ount is about the total cost of tho now 
buildings put up last year which can 
bo subject to taxation. 

From tho subjoined table Showing 
the assessment flgures for tho city 
for the past ten years it will be seen 
that from 1900 to 1906 there was an 
increase in the total assessment of but 
91,402,765 but from 1906 unitil thia 
year the Increase has been just short 
of $10,000,000, indicating the rapid 
growth in the city and the enhanced 
value of real property and improve- 
ments.

■ Since tho assessment notices have 
been Issued by the city assessor that 
ofnclal's offlce has been besieged daily 
by irate property owners who object 
strenuously to what they term tho un- 
fair advance made in the rating of 
their properly. All such complaints aro 
listened to with patience by the as- 
sessor who invariably recommends 
that if there Is any complaint to bo 
made it should be aired before the 
court of revision. That body will sit- 
at the city hall on Tuesday, Juno 22, 
at 10 o'clock and thereafter until all 
complaints are heard and adjudicated 
upon. This date ivas fixed by tho city 
council at Its meeting held last even- 
ing. 

Was Lot Down Easy 

When tho assessment figures were 
read by the city clerk Aid. Turner 
jumped to his feet with tho announce- 
ment that ho wished to give tho coun- 
cil some more "hot air." He referred 
to the fact that some time ago ho had 
urged that the assea,3ment figures could 
be raised sufllclent to provide for all 
necessary revenue, this year without 
the tax rate being increased. As an 
instance Aid. Turner referred to his 
own case: 'Last year somo lots of his 
were asaesBed'at a ver>- low figure. Ho 
did not then object because he consid- 
ered thar^the- assessor iiadivalucd the? 
property Wlte \ovi. enouglu This year 
the assessment on tho Identical lots 
was reduced when as a matter of fact 
ho is holding them at $300 per lot 
higher than a year ago. "Why is it " 
asUQd Aid. Turner. "Is it not reason- 
able to suppose that there aro other 
cases of a like nature." 

"You weren't an alderman then, 
suggested Aid. Humber. 

Aid. Turner, while expressing his 
great admiration of tho work of tho 
city assessor, expressed the opinion 
that that onicial is not sufflclcntly 
conversant with land values. 

Mayor Hall referred to a suggestion 
which ho had made a year ago, that 
two independent persons should bo ap- 
pointed to revise the assessment . rpll, 
and liavo it ready at the beginning ol 
next year. The city assessor has too 
much work to handle the whole work 
of assessment himself, "That Is ex- 
actly the case," acquiesced Aid. Tuirner, 
and tho subject dropped.

HERE AND THERE. 

Carelessnoss , > 

There is an epMomlc of scarlet fev- 
er in the city of Spokane. The 
Si)oltesnian-Revle\v blames the board 
of health anil the i)hy.'5lclans of the 
city for tile si)rea(l of tlio fliseaKe. It 
l.s .';alcl that tlie iiuarantlni! regulations 
were not .strictly enforceil. 

'Phe i'X)ierlence of the heautlfiil city 
aeroKs the bonier eontaln.s a lesson for 
n.i. Wliiitever blame may justly at- 
laelieil lo i)hy.s!elans who, through too 
great lonleae.e, nefjlect to tiilce prompt 
;iiiil if nece.S'^ary, .severe nioa-sure.s to 
prevent the spread of infection, there 
l.s no doubt that in the beshinlng It 
is the mothers of the sick children 
who are directly to blame. 

Unless a case of scarlet fever or 
any other Infectious disease la looked 
upon as dangerous, the mother very 
naturally disUlies the Idea of sending 
for a doctor. She thinks that with 
proper nursing the little one Is aa safe 
in her own hand.s as it would be In 
those of a trained nur;u'. For the 
sake oi' the other ehlUlren she Is as 
careful a.s piv-'slljle about i.solatliig the 
patient. IT the mother is more tliaii 
u.-<ually iiiU-niyent, careful and eoM- 
.scientlou:^ this ])lan may answer very 
wi'll. Uut in the majority of ease.s the 
i.'liilil Is allniveil to niiiiKle with others 
before the ilanjrer of inl'eetion is past. 
It i.s the HiMUllii;; of one of tliese chil- 
dren to .school too Huon or with gar- 
ments which have not been thorough- 
ly ilisinl'i/cted that causes the rapid 
spnail of the disease which causes so 
niiiiii distress and clanger as well as 
expense to the eomtniinlty. The medi- 
cal health oflieer should be Informed 
in every ea.se of the preseace Of a case 
of contagious or infectious disease. It 
he believes that the case can bo prop- 
erly treated at home, well and good. 
The proper isolation and disinfection 
of the house will then be In his 
charge and the mother will be reliev- 
ed from all sense of respon.slblllty. If 
It is advisable to remove the patlc'Ut 
to the isolation hospital tlie mother 
may be sure that tills will be done 
with all possible gentleiioss. But in 
any ease, the need for the greatest 
eare that infeetion may not be spread 
should be felt by all who have charge 
of ehlliiren. Tlie mother of the sick 
child should realize tliat a moment's 
indiscretion on her part may bring 
terrllile distress if not bereavement 
Into the home of her neighbor with 
small means and a large family. 

There is another aspect of this 
case. Ohildren are too often sent to 
school, to Sunday school or to church 
when th"'y are not well. The boy or 
girl is advised to sujipress the caugh 
or to forget the headache and to pro- 
p;ire to go out. In moat cases the 
child's inclination malces him or lier 
only too ready to accept this advice. 
The consequence is too often on ag- 
gravation of the illness Itself and of 
risk of communicating it to others. 
The place for a sick child is in bed 
and the certainty tliat ho will bo 
obliged to stay there will prevent any 
pretence. It Is true, the headache will 
often dlsaiipear after a few hours' 
rest or sleep. But this time is not 
Wiusted. -V ehild who is well, will 
learn more in half a day than one who 
is indisposed will acciulre In a whole 
day or mare. Besides, the presence 
of a pupil who is suffering, not only 
Iiiiuiera tlie v.'orlv of the pujills but 
takes uj) an inil'alr siiare of the sym- 
pathy and attention of the teacher. 

While the board of health' are re- 
Klionslble in the lir.st instance for the 
local conditions that give rise to epi- 
demics, the parent.s of the children 
could, if they would, jirevent their 
spread.

We have heard mucii, jierhaps too 
much, of late concerning undesirable 
IJritish Immigrants. While it must be 
granted that among the great number 
of rnen and women who have come 
from ISngland to live in this country, 
there are some who have neither been 
a credit to the land of their birth nor 
of service to that of their adoption, 
the opposite Is true of the great ma- 
jority, liiiglishmen have brough.t lo 
Canada not only .skilful hands and 
strong limits, but tliuy have contri- 
buted to Its building, culture and the 
liiifliesl standard of morality. In the 
Toronto News there is a description 
of an iOiigiisli eli-rgynmn of tile K|jis- 
copal cliureli who has Hpent many 
.\eiir.~ in Ci-iiiiirla. The article shows 
so clearl\' the tyiie of man most need- 
ed b\- the '("aiiadian church that, far 
as u'e are from the scene of this good 
man's laliors, space is given for it In 
tlie liope that it will meet the eye of 
some to wliom It will be helpful. There 
is room In all the eliurciies of Canada 
for such men as i^aiion Welch. 

On evi-ry hand there is nothing but 
profound regret over the impending re- 
turn of Canon Welch to Kngland. It 
is as a citizen rather than as a clergy- 
man that the loss which the country 
is to sustain Is deplored. Devoted as | 
he is to his church, ho is singulaiij i 
free from denominational prejudices. | 
lie found It easy to co-operate with 
men of al' shades of opinion, and held 
Ills own '.onvictlona not less strongly 
because re'.peci.^'' the views and 
even the •'•jjudlces oi others. He i.s 
firm as he Is moderate, in Ills toler- 
ance tl ere Is no weaknes.s. He has 
iloiie iiiucli to destroy any remnant nf 
factional spirit In his own church. He 
has bee.i iieculiarl>- sympathetie to- 
wards t!,os(? elemeiilr, of the popula- 
tion Whk'll Sonietlnii'S (|Uestioil (lie 

concern of the eiiurcli for their wel- 
fare. 

.\o o'.e could say that Canon Welch 
was I'.'ferentlal to mere weiiltli or 
sod a position. H'e soii.ght a basis of 
CO ojieratlon with organized labor. To 
various measures of social and nior.al 
reform he gave a re.'isoned and Inllu- 
eiitial support. The poor and the sick 
were his dally coneern. When Ir? ven- 
tured to sjjeak on iiiiestlons which di- 
vide classes and pe.rties, on question- 
able social fashions and on customs 
which he could not approve, it was 



impossible to mistake lils meaning, but 
there never was the taint, of sensa- 
tionalism in any of hi.s utterances, nor 
was there any bitterness or arrogance 
in his attitude. 

His ini'lueiice was steadily increas- 
ing. It Is certain that no other clergy- 
man In Toronto was more triistud and 
resi)ectcd by. all . classes of the- com- 
munity. He is. In the words of Mat- 
thew Arnold, "a man unspoiled, sweet, 
generous and humane," a faithful 
imstor and a sympathetic^ and cour- 
ageous counsellor. He may bo sure 
that, leaving Canada, he will carry 
with lilm the very sincere regard and 
good wlaliea of the citizens of Toronto, 
who nuist respect the natural dccialon 
wlilch lie has made, muoli as they re- 
gret the loss whicii the city and the 
country sustains, -

Khe acquired the rank of a 
baron's dau>;iiter by spc^clal grace in 
litOl; her siiiary Is tt government grant 
of £7g0 a year, to which is added 
.E300 per annum from the privy purse 
of Queen Alexandra, Miss Knollys la a 
woman of Intellect and character, and 
is also endowed with Inflnlto tact, ge- 
nial good humor, and a record amount 
of energy and enthusiasm. And slio is 
a good musician,, draws well, sketches 
prettily. Is a ready wit, and a clover 
raconteur. Then, she skates in lir.st- 
cl&ss style, and. years ago taught the 
art to the three young Princesses of 
"Wales, to whom she acted as friend, 
playmate and constant companion. 

Rev. Annio Shaw 

Among the dl.<.lingulHhed women 
wlio will attend the : Qulntiuennlal, is 
Dr. Annie Shaw. This lady lately 
preached a sermon In London and 
.M. A. P. gives the following sketcli of 
her life: " ' . 

The Shaw family went to America 
from Manchester when Annie was five 
years old, so her education has been 
entirely trans-Atlantic. Before her 
college cour.se was completed she was 
well known as a public speaker, and 
she held a pastorate before she gradu- 
ated for her degree of doctor of divin- 
ity. .\t that time she was the only 
woman candidate amongst forty-two 
men, and was the only woman preach- 
er In America. In'ow there are si.\ 
thons.and! 

After her ordination — v.-hich gave 
her the right to exercise all the func- 
tions of the church, to administer the 
sacraments, to baptize, marry .and bury 
— hIi(> held a iiustorate In Boston until 
tlve years iigo, when she resolved to 
devote all her time to furthering the 
cause of tiio enfranchisement of 
women and to accept the wider field 
of action offered by traveling to vari- 
ous parts of the country, where she 
was constantly being Invited to speak. 
She l.s now the president of the Na- 
tional Women's SulTrage association 
of America, in succession to one of the 
greatest women of modern times, 
Susan B. Anthony. 

When Annie Shaw .sfieaks In public 
she always wears, as ;i. .sort of talis- 
mnn. a trinket that belonged to Miss 
-■Vnthony — presented to lier on her 
eightieth birthday by representative 
American women— a badge rejn-esent- 
ing the Hag of Anu'riea. This bril- 
liant lady is doctor of medicine, as 
well as doctor of divinity.

One scarcely Icnows whether lo be 
glad or sorry to hear of an experi- 
ment w-hlcli is being carried on in New 
York. It Is very |;ltiful to think that 
th«re are thousands of women in that 
great city who do not know how to 
care for their own babies. Tliat a 
liejriiiiiing has been made in teaching 
some rpi ihcm how to save the lives of 
tile little ones is something to be 
tliankful for. 

An account of the "Carolino Rest," 
started by <';eoii;.j H. Sebroeiler near 
New Vorlv is given In a late niimlier of 
the Toronto .Mail. The institution, 
which began In ii smnll way, is grow- 
ing rajildlv In usefulness and popu- 
larity. 

.Mothers are taught there not only 
how to care for and feed their babies, 
but how to choose Pud prepare tho 
food for the household. Few realize 
the necessity there is that all house- 
keepers should learn the value of 
foods. For centuries French women 
have .studied economy in this respect 
and It Is paid tliat tills Is one great 
eauHO of the prosiierlty of the nation. 
In tho crowded ti^nenients of great cit- 
ies tlie mother wlio Know.s how to pre- 
Iiare food properly and to seliict it 
wisely can keep her family in health 
and comfort, while one dclicient in this 
itnowledge would .elthflr lose her chil- 
dren or allow them to grow up puny 
and wretched. 

Dr. Shroeder sends to those homos 
where the mothers are not able to take 
the co^urso of study in tho "Carolino 
Rest," -nurses whose instruction and 
aid has proved invaluable. It is not 
only those ignorant and Inelllclent 
young mothers who are being helped 
by tills ex)iorlment. In both Canada 
and the Unljed States plenty has 
caused us to ' spend upon our food 
amounts wlileh those brought uji in 
older lands consider excessive. Tho 
man wiio will show that It is posslblo 
to maintain the .health and,Arigorr of a 
family op a small /i lAcbme-.wlllX add 
much to tho oomfprt of' all communi- 
ties ■ We. tire, told iliat'lh the great in- 
dustrial BtriigsleMtw'een the east and 
weat whldi mail/ thlnkerp consider In- 



evitable, this matter of food will prove 
a very important factor. There Is al- 
ready a large and very intelligent mi- 
nority who believe that there l.s no 
need of a very great quantity of !inl- 
nial food consumed by the inhabitants 
of many countries of ISurope and . of 
ISIorth America. Without embracing 
the opinions of the more extreme "ad- 
vocates of vegetarianism, it is well 
worth the while of women everywhere 
lo try and discover not only what 
dishes are most tempting to the palate 
but which are best adapted to sustain 
health and vigor at the smallest cost. 

Tho experiment being tried l)y Dr. 
Shroeder may liave an Inlliience far 
beyond the helping of a few young 
women to care properly for tho little 
ones whose lives have been committed 
to their care.

Glen Campbell Repeats Asser- 
tion—Premier Scott 
CHar^fes Also 



Ottawa, May 17. — In the Commons 
this morning the Insurance bill was 
taken up and debate on the contotlous 
clauses regarding a flfteon per cent, 
tax on the cost of Insurance 'In'llcens- 
cd companies occupied'the time until 
the 1 o'clock adjournment. 

On a question of privilege, Glen 
r'ampliell, member for Cauph'ln, re- 
futed the charge made by the Manitoba 
J 'lee Press' that he li'ad brought to an 
end his iioUtical life. The charge was 
made against him that ho had ac- 
knowledged having bribed some one 
in a deiiartment of the government but 
anyone who made that statonn-nt was 
under the gravest nilsappreiieiislon. 

Tho only thing that could bo con- 
strued Into such a charge was that In 
discussing the affairs of tho Interior 
department ho had .stated that things 
had got to a stage that In a .-^lere iniit- 
tor of homesteads and many other legtil 
rights and franchises tliere was a 
hoid-uji iind these matters had to be 
negotiated through an Internietiiary. 

He had stated that he icnew of a 
cii.se lilmself. Brown, Belding, Field, 
who were stockmen of twenty years' 
Ox|)eiience. They liad for years ap- 
plied f(;r file gray.ing rights under the 
law, but had been iinaljle to gel them 
until they liiid found some friend to 
negotiate with tho departtneiit and to 
get rights in the matter he had stated 
that U. cost J2.000. 

"What he said about Premier Scott 
of Saskatchewan he \vould stand by. 
He then iiroceedcd to rc.-ad from the 
Moose Jaw News- an ■ article published 
last October announcing that Scott 
had received $10,000 stock in tho 
Saskatchewan Valley Land Co., but 
th(> .S])eaker ruled that the article could 
not be road.

Report That Dominion Govern- 
ment Will Establish Very 
Few This Summer

Boyoml tlie maiiUt-'iinnco nf tho i)ros- 
ciit ostablishim-'nt, llu-ri' will bv vi-sy 
littli! work done in tlie inaLlia- of ill- 
stalling life saving aiipHancos on the 
coast of lirltlsh Columbia this year. 
The curtailment or cxpenacs in this 
direction is one of tho tnetliods oi' re- 
trenchment adopted by tlio Dominion 
govornment. Shipping is increasing In 
local waters, new points of call aro 
belner Tlslted 'by the coasting vesst'is, 
but in spite of tliese facts very little 
extra -worlc will bo done. 

At present the British Columbia 
coast is generally regarded, compared 
witli tlio iielgJiboring Alaskan coast, ijs 
being well lighted and safeguarded 
against sliipwrecks. A large number 
of gas buoys have been i;Iaced in i)o- 
sitlon, but according to sliipiiing men 
who ])ly Brltlsli Columbia waters, this 
i.s not all that is necessary. Owing 
to tho fact that the Dominion gov- 
ernment has but one lighthouse tender 
in tliese waters, unless on occasions, 
when some of the local tugs are chart- 
ered for this v.-ork, the replenishing 
of these beacons is not carried out as 
often as is necessary. Dast winter 
nearly all the gas buoys in the neigh- 
borhood of Prince Rupert were out 
pi commission for nearly sl.\ months. 
It was claimed at the time that owing 
to rough weather it was impossible 
to get near these to stoclc them with 
carbide. The weather in the north was 
reported to have been rough this sea- 
son, but only upon occastons, and the 
Quadra is known to be one of the best 
rough weather vessels on this coast. 
She crossed the Atlantic when on her 
way here from- England during one of 
the flercest storms which has raged 
In that ocean. Shipping men who have 
to ply through the tortuous passages 
}tf. the coast in the dead of winter can- 
not afford to take any chances and 
they are a unit in stating that tho gov- 
ernment should establish at least an- 
other regular lighthouse tender on this 
coast. The "United-' States has six 
vessels employed in this work between 
here and the mouth of the Columbia 
river. ,■ 

With further ])Oints "or call being 
established on the Queen Cliarlotte 
Islands and new logging camps spring- 
ing up at different places on the coast 
line the need of further aids to navi- 
gation will become imperative. The 
jiraetical cessation of this good worlc 
will be fully .realized when, as ono 
shipping man refarkiMl, some big dis- 
aster happens, in which the lives of a 
number of local people are lost.

In cases where the layer of rich soil \ 
is very thin and a good crop is de- 
sired, the following system can be ap- 
plied: 

Plant th(! grain as you would for 
seedlings, and replant the shoots into 
the soil of the pit in three weeks' time. 
I)ut into a less deep hole, and then 
cover with earth as In the first case. 
This planting often gives a verj- strong

Mr. Henry 
Farman is not quite as tolerant; an 
aerojilano may be easy to iiandle at 
times, he says, but to succeed In :iviu- 
tion it is advisalde to in; sninelliing 
of an athlete, very mucii of a sjiorts- 
man, and somewhat of an all-round 
man.

1 saw Mr. I'^arman tlie otiier day 
biHweeii two of his visits to tlie \ast 
Camp do Chalons, wliero he is iire- 
l)arlng to make long (lights this sum- 
mer. Ho explained how, in tho hew 
occupation — half science, half sport- 
aviation, every little servos a purpose. 
As Mr. Farinan bus practiced many 
more sports tlian most men, and 
lia.s practiced several of them, if one 
might Bay so, to perfection, h(> speaks 
witli some authority. Jle has done 
Kymnastlcs. lialiooning, Alpino-climb- 
Ing, sailing, tricycling, • motoring and 
bicycle racing. , 

The full and finished experience of 
each sport has Ita lesson, for the aero- 
naut. Thus balance— one of the flrst 
tiualltios required Of an aviator — in 
learned from climbing, from gymnas- 
tics and from bicycling, though learn- 
ed perhaps best of all from racing on 
a tricycle.
